San Francisco, Feb. ll.—Th© new 
Japanese liner, American Mara, arrived 
here late yesterday from China having 
on board Lord Charles Beresford, ad 
miral of the British navy. Lord Berea 
ford’s proposal of an “open door” policy 
in the Orient has been received with 
great attention throughout the world 
and it will likely play a most prominent 
part in the settlement of the far east 
question. In an interview last evening 
lord Beresford said in part: 
“It means simply that instead of 
‘spheres of influence,’ which means the 
breaking up of the Chinese empire, that 
England, America, Germany and Japan 
shall by agreement maintain free and 
equal commercial relations for all in the 
Orient. It includes the reorganization 
of the Chinese army, officered both as to 
commissioned and noncommissioned offi-

Macon, Ga., Fob. ll.—The merchants 
end business men of Macon are highly 
indignant over the atrocious robberies 
committed by the members of the Sec 
ond Ohio regiment yesterday as they 
were being mustered out of the service 
of the I oiled States. A large number 
of merchants sent wagons loaded with 
merchandise out to the camp to sell to 
the discharged soldiers. The colonel 
commanding ordered them to leave the 
camp and, upon their refusal to do so or­ 
dered the men to pilfer tho wagons. 
The robberies committed by tho men 
did not end here, but they came to the 
city and, while under the influence of 
whisky, went into several stores and 
walked out with goods in fall view of 
th© amazed merchants.

all its provinces and the development of 
its wonderful resources of mining and 
commerce. 
The returns from conces­ 
sions of these natural resources, now ly- 
j ing idle, will be a source of great rev­ 
enue to the empire.

“If the ‘spheres of influence’ policy is 
allowed to be adopted. Russia will, of 
course, become all powerful in the north, 
France in the south. England of course, 
cannot give everything. Germany will 
get what she can. 
While America will 
probably get nothing for, though I think 
she is dcsi in*Hl to be a great trading na­ 
tion in the Orient— greater than Great 
Britain or any other country—her inter­ 
ests there are now comparatively slight 
and in the scramble it la not likely that 
the American people would feel their 
interests demanding a struggle for a 
portion of it at this time. 
But with the 
‘open door’ equal opportunity for all 
nations, her commerce is bound to grow. 
“With th e ‘spheres of influence,’ of 
course Russia would put on preferential 
tariffs in the regions she dominated and 
France would do the same in her teiri- 
tory. 
I don’t know whether Germany 
and England would or not. 
Thus, 
America would be cut out altogether, or 
practically so, from the China trade, 
aud England from all but that she dom­ 
inated; so that America really has more 
interest in the ‘open door’ than England 
has. 
“I go from here to Chicago and New 
York and Washington to get the senti­ 
ments of the boards of trade and cham­ 
bers of commerce thereon the proposal.”

BRADSTEET’S REPORT 


S tren g th G ained by L eading Staple© 
In Ja n u a ry B eing S ustained. 
New York, Feb. ll.—Bradstreet’s to­ 
day says: That some favorable effects 
are likely to follow the atmospheric 
changes of the week is evidenced by re­ 
ports of improved distribution at retail 
of heavy winter goods, while the effect 
cm spring trade appears to be chiefly re­ 
start led as one of retardation rather than 
of positive injury. In leading staples 
the strength of prices is still a feature, 
all the gains made in January being 
sustained, if not farther improved. 
Some reflection of the cold wave is 
found rn the advance in wheat, showing 
an inclination to concede some damage 
to the winter wheat crop, in view of 
claims that snow protection is lacking 
in many sections. The strength of cot­ 
ton. while to some extent based on 
smaller receipts and a reduction of the 
usual “winter” crop, appears mainly 
due to the cheerful tone of the cotton 
goods market and the strength of de­ 
mand and price manifested by these 
staples both at home and abroad.
